Once microcomputers became a mass industry, the 
first new concept to appear was the word processor, still 
the most popular. Next caae the spreadsheet, typified by 
the original, Visicalc. Next caae the integrated package, 
typified by the best seller, Lotus 1-2-3, but still in a 
process of evolution. A case aay be aade for the relational 
data base aa an iaportant and distinct step forward. What's 
next? 

Bill Gates of Microaoft says it is dynaalc software. 
In an interview in PERSONAL COMPUTING, he says that dynaalc

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way a person's software worked would be so revealing that 
said person would be unwilling for anyone else to use it. 

On the other hand, how Many times have you suffered 
through a Menu you didn't need, or been Halted by the 
peraaeters or perimeters of an otherwise excellent program? 
I leave it to your vaulting alnd to explore other byways of 
this concept. 

PORTABLES FOR PASHAS OR 

If Tour Portable Doesn't Have a Megabyte of Raw, 
You've Got Last Year's Model. 



According to the cover story in INFOWORLD, IBM, APPLE, 
EPSON, KAYPRO, and HEWLETT-PACKARD will introduce this 
year, 16 bit Machines with 16-24 line screens, built in 
disk drives, up to 512K RAM. They will be battery powered.
